tary art is the formation of a military cump, 


composed of the militray of the State, for 
a period of not less than four days in each 
year, and tho General Assembly of this 
Stale is respectlully requested to pass an 
act which J»ll require all the Compnnirs 


irt the Slate to encamp together lorjhat 


period ; and which shall provide for a pay- 


ment of one dollar and fifty cents per day 


per man to the troops assembled for that 


time ; and that they shall be furnished with 


camp equipage, rations, forage, transpor- 
tation, and such other articles as may bo 
necessary, at 
the expense of 
the Slate. 


3. Resolved, That the duly to bear arms 


is 
one which is imperative upon every 


citizen, and no citizen should.be exempt 
tberefiom except for past millitnrv service 
or physical inability, or some official posi- 


tion held by him which is 
inconsistent 


therewith, unless he pay to the State a 


commutation tax, and 
that the proceeds of 


.such tax should be appropriated I" the sup- 
port of the militia 
and 
the purchase 
of 


property for the State.

Resolved, That nil citizens who nre 


in commission or 
members of chartered 


military companies ought to be exempt 


from military jury.
